Kansas City, Mo.. 
Oct. 13. — Gov- 


ernor Charles N, Haskell, of Okla- 
homa, who arrived here -today from 
Guthrie, gave to the Associated Press 
a signed statement addressed to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, contributing another 
chapter in the controversy arising over 
the leasing of 680,000 acres of Osage 
Indian oil lands. 


"I shall," says the governor in the 


course of his statement, "Insist on the 
cancellation of this lease In the inter- 
est of these citizens of our state, or 
that congress take action to declare 
this improvident 
and 
unjust lease 


void, and secure for the Osage nation 
the just and reasonable compensation 
that other owners are receiving." 


Haskell's Letter. 


The letter in full follows: 
"To Honorable Theodore Roosevelt. 


President, Washington, D. C.— Sir: I 
have just received a letter 
from 


Frank Pierce, acting secretary, inter 
ior department, dated October 9th, 
stating that my letter to you, asking 
for an explanation as to the oil lease 
on the Osage lands, had been referred 
to his department. 


"He attaches an explanation which 


Is not at all satisfactory. It contains 
practically nothing in conflict with my 
complaint.

I agree that in 189G the 
administration 
made 
a 


lease to E. B. Foster on the entire 
Osage nation for ten years at 10 per 
cent, royalty. At'that time the near- 
est known oil production was about 
seven hundred miles from the Osage 
nation, so that the Foster lease .in 
1896 was a rank wild cat proposition 


• and of course, the usual. pioneer roy- 
alty of 10 per cent, was allowed. But 
during the ten years the field was de- 
veloped and found to be unusually 
rich, and ten years- at this low royalty 
was an ample reward to those who de- 
veloped 'it. 
. 
. 


"By 1905 Foster had transferred his 


lease to the Indian Territory Illuminat- 
ing Oil company, a well known sub- 
sidiary company of the Standard Oil 
company. 


Was a Vast Tract. 


"Development showed that oil cov- 


ered 680,000 acres, being the east part 
of the Osage nation, although extend 
ing north into Kansas, east into In- 
dian territory and south into Okla- 
homa and the 
whole area is known 


as the richest oil country in existence 
at this date. 
The remainder of the 


Osage nation was barren. 


"Congress - gave you the. power to 


fix the consideration that the Osage 
people should receive, as their part of 
the oil value, after the expiration of 
the ten year lease. It was well known 
to you at that time 
what the sub- 


lessees were paying for small tracts ir 
the Osage nation and adjoining lands 
In the Cherokee nation, as the Chero- 
kee -leases passed through the interior 
department and their approval and 
the royalties and bonuses received by 
the land owners were a matter of rec- 
ord and approved in the interior de- 
partment records. It is scarcely pos- 
sible that with these records before 
you, you failed to notice that ten do! 
lars per acre cash and one-sixth, roy 
alty was much below 
the average 


compensation to the land owners. In- 
deed, in many instances cash bonuses 
of from fifty to one hundred dollars 
per acre were received by the land 
owners. 


Some of the Records.

being considered for the factory, it is 
more than likely'that it will be a Fort 
Wayne institution within a month or 
so. 


The Richmond company is capital- 


ized at ?25,000 and the officers and di- 
rectors are very desirous of increasing 
It to $50.000, so that the business can 
be extended. But facilities to handle 
a larger business in Richmond are 
cramped and for this reason they have 
selected Fort Wayne for their new 
home if they can 
possibly, make a 


change. 
The business 
has 
grown 


considerably in the past year., when 
the general business conditions, which 
have existed during that time, are 
brought into consideration. The ca- 
pacity of the factory at present is two 
hundred men, but if the factory is 
moved to this city probably another 
hundreds will be needed and as only 
skilled, workmen 
are 
employed, it 


would mean the importation of several 
hundred families here.
